Cruise missile ushers in new age of warfare

WASHINGTON - President 


Curler's decision to scrap the Bl 
moans the end of the era of the 
manned bomber and the beginning 
of a new age in strategic warfare. 


The computer-targeted, pilot- 


less plane known as the cruise mis- 
sile is replacing the maimed strate- 
gic bomber. 


And no one knows whether this 


new kind of warfare can be control- 
led, or whether a whole new cycle 
of (he arms race lies ahead. 


Many experts believe it does. 
Carter has given a boost to one 


kind of cruise missile — an air- 
launched model — as a substitute 
for the Bl. 


As the President has presented 


it. the air-launched cruise missile 
would be fired from existing B52 
bombers. 


These bombers would fly over 


friendly territory, Western Europe, 
for example, and fire their loads of 
highly-accurate cruise missiles at 
targets some 1,500-miles away in 
the Soviet Union. 


But the air-launched 
cruise 


missile is only one of a family of 
such missiles under development. 
There also are sea-launched and 
land-launched models under study. 


If a sea-launched cruise missile 


proved workable, for example, 
every one of the 75 U.S. attack 
submarines could be turned into a 
strategic weapon. 


Today these submarines can 


only fire torpedoes designed to hit 
other ships. Tomorrow those 
torpedo tubes may contain cruise 
missiles that will be able to fly 


thousands of miles to hit targets in 
the Soviet Union. 


Sea-launched cruise missiles 


under development were carefully 
designed to fit into the torpedo 
tubes of attack submarines. 


The U.S. now has submarines 


that can fire ballistic missiles into 
the Soviet Union — the 41-ship 
Polaris-Poseidon fleet. But a sea- 
launched cruise missile, fitting into 
conventional torpedo tubes, would 
give the U.S. a whole new strategic 
fleet at comparatively little cost. 


The cruise missile also could 


change the strategic picture in 
other important ways. 


So far, competition in nuclear 


armaments has been largely be- 
tween the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union. 


Each has developed long-range 


ballistic missiles that will soar into 
the stratosphere, spanning conti- 
nents, to drop onto the other coun- 
try. 


But if a land-based cruise mis- 


sile is developed, it could be based 
in Western Europe, drawing that 


region directly into the strategic 
confrontation for the first time. 


For this reason, the Europeans 


are telling Washington they do not 
want the U.S. to develop the land- 
based cruise missile. They have 
been out of the strategic equation 
— and they want to stay out. 


The 
Russians have fought 


against development of the cruise 
missile and disagreements over it 
have been a major stumbling block 
in the stalled strategic arms nego- 
tations. 
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Neutron bomb 
wins test votes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Senate 


supporters of an immediate appro- 
priation for a deadly new nuclear 
weapon won two test votes Friday 
after a rare secret debate behind 
closed floors. 


Both voles were close, however, 


and efforts to forge a compromise 
will continue during the Independ- 
ence Day congressional recess. 
Final action was put off until the 
senators return on July 11. 


Supporters of the weapon, 


called the neutron bomb, said it 
would spare civilians. Opponents 
said 
it would risk goading an 


enemy into the use of even more 
deadly weapons. 


TIIK NEUTRON warhead is de- 


signed to kill by radiation and 
c r e a t e relatively l i t t l e of the 
accompanying heat and blast which 
account for much of the destruction 
usually caused by nuclear explo- 
sions. 


The proposed funds arc con- 


tained in a bill appropriating $10.3 
billion for public works projects 
and for the Energy Research and 
Development Administration. 


The two votes highlighted 2'i 


hours of parliamentary maneuver- 
ing which followed the Senate's 
first closed session since aid to 
Angola was considered in Decem- 
ber IP75. 


Sen. Mark 0. Hatfield, R-Ore., 


argued that money for the warhead 
should be eliminated. 


Sen. John Stennis. D-Miss.. 


chairman of the public works 
appropriations subcommittee which 
approved (he funds, offered an 


amendment to require t h a t the 
money for the weapon could not be 
spent until the President had certi- 
fied it to be in the national interest. 


This was approved 43 to 42. 
The administration has said 


President Carter will consider be- 
tween now and Oct. 1 whether to go 
ahead with plans for the warhead, 
for which former President Ford 
first requested funds. 


Hatlield then moved to add that 


the President's decision could be 
overridden by either branch of Con- 
gress within 60 days. 


Sen. Sam Nunn, D-Ga.. a sup- 


porter of the warhead funds, then 
urged that action by both houses be 
required to override the President. 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 


Mass., who opposed the appropria- 
t i o n , m o v e d t o k i l l Nunn's 
amendment. The Nunn amendment 
survived by a vote of 44 to 41. Final 
votes on the Hatfield and the Nunn 
proposals were put off until after 
the recess. 


The move to defer final action 


came after opponents of the device 
indicated they were ready to fili- 
buster if necessary to keep the 
other side from winning. 


THE CLOSED session lasted 


two hours and 43 minutes. Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson. D-Wash.. sajd 
the session was required to keep 
secret such information as the 
range and radius of the Lance mis- 
sile on which the warhead would be 
used. The amount of money is also 
a secret. 


Several senators distributed 


copies of remarks which they made 
during the secret session. 


2 sought in wave of 
sex-slayings give up

Two Redondo Beach men 


wanted for questioning in connec- 
tion \yith a series of eight sex mur- 
ders in Southern California over the 
last two years surrendered to 
Riverside sheriff's deputies Friday. 


The suspects, Patrick Kearney. 


37, and David Hill, 34, will be ar- 
raigned Tuesday at 10:30 a.m. 


They walked into the Riverside 


sheriff's information office Friday, 
pointed at a wanted poster and de- 
clared, "That's us." 


They were booked at 12:45 p.m. 


for suspicion of the murders of 
Arturo Marquez, 24, of Oxnard, and 
John 0. LaMay, 17, of El Segundo, 
whose bodies were found in River- 
side County last March 3 and 18, 
respectively. 


The suspects, a d m i t t e d 


homosexuals, may also be tied to 
six other sex murders, authorities 
said, but warrants were issued only 
on the two in Riverside County. 


All eight slayings had sexual 


overtones, with the todies of the 
victims, between the ages of 16 and 
24. found nude with gunshot wounds 
in the head. 


"The 
television and press 


coverage really helped us out on 
this one," said Chief Sam Lowery 
of the Riverside Sheriff's Depart- 
ment, speculating that the wave of 
publicity and exposure may have 
helped convince the suspects to 
turn themselves in. 


While bodies of the victims 


were discovered near major high- 
ways in Orange, Los Angeles, San 
Diego and Riverside counties, Los 
Angeles sheriff's deputies said they 
believe the victims were all met or 
picked up in the McArthur Park 
and Gth and Central areas of Los 
Angeles and the El Segundo area. 
Investigations revealed 
t h a t 


several of the v i c t i m s had 
homosexual backgrounds. 


The slayings were committed in 


a two-year period dating from April 
13,1975, to March 18, 1977.

5 ships diverted amid port strike

A strike by a clerical local of 


the longshoremen's union against 
live cargo-handling companies hit 
Long Beach and Los Angeles har- 
bors Friday and at least five ships 
were diverted. 


Picket lines were set up at all 


five- struck facilities, but none of 
the facilities had cargo ships in 
purl to be unloaded. 


And the movement of lumber 


and paper in the harbors was cur- 
tailed by another labor dispute. 


Operators of at least five ships 


due to call at either Long Beach or 
Los Angeles during the weekend 
have canceled their proposed calls, 
according to the Marine Exchange. 


The cancellations followed a 


strike by office workers, members 


of Local 63. International Long- 
shoremen's and 
Warehousemen's 


Union, (ILWU) against the five 
shipping companies. 


Struck are International Tran- 


sporation Service (ITS) and Stand- 
ard Fruit Co. in Long Beach; the 
Los Angeles Container Terminal in 
the West Basin area; American 
President Lines on the Los Angeles 
main channel's west bank, and the 
Marine Terminals Corp. which 
operates terminal facilities in both 
ports. 


One ship, the Yamashin Maru, 


scheduled to have docked in Los 
Angeles, was rerouted to Oakland, 
according to the Marine Exchange. 


A spokesman said the exchange 


was not advised as to where the 
other four ships would be diverted. 


Al Slaight, a Newport Beach 


attorney who served as principal 


spokesman for the five shipping 
companies, said he was aware that 
some ships were being diverted to 
other West Coast ports but said 
that he neither knew the ships nor 
the ports to which they were being 
rerouted. 


While members of Ixical 13 of 


the ILWU, the cargo handlers, said 
they would observe 63's picket line, 
none showed up because there were 
no ships to be loaded or unloaded. 


During midmorning — nor- 


mally a busy time with many 
tractors hauling the van-like cargo 
containers in and out of port — it 
was unusually quite. Cargo move- 
ments were virtually at a stand- 
still. Parking areas at eating places 
frequented by teamsters and long- 
shoremen were all but empty. 


Meanwhile, inbound shipments 


of lumber and rolls of newsprint 


f r o m some 20 w a t e r - f r o n t 
wholesale-retail dealers were at a 
standstill. 


The companies simply locked 


their gates after they were picketed 
by members of two of three unions 
whose contracts expired at mid- 
night Thursday. 


Members 
of the 
Operating 


Engineers, Local 501, and the Lum- 
ber and Sawmill Workers Union, 
Local 1407, set up picket lines after 
their members refused to ratify a 
recommended contract. 


The same contract was ac- 


cepted by Teamsters, Local 692, 
and the teamsters did not man the 
picket lines because they had 
agreed to the employers' offer. But 
the teamsters said they would not 
send their drivers through the engi- 
neers' and millworkers' picket line. 


2 supervisors 
charged with 
political fraud

The outgoing Orange County 


Grand Jury indicted two county 
supervisors, an Anaheim city 
councilman and three others 
Friday, charging them with multi- 
ple felony and misdemeanor counts 
stemming from the handling of 
campaign monies in last year's 
elections. 


Accused 
were 
Supervisors 


Philip L. Anthony of Westminster 
and Ralph A. Diedrich of Fuller- 
ton: 
Dr. William Kott. a dentist 


who is an Anaheim City Council 
member; Gene Conrad, a loan 
broker who is under federal indict- 
ment for fraud; Michael Reming- 
ton of Fullerton, Diedrich's per- 
s o n a l attorney; a n d Martin 
Kirschner, a Calabasas jeweler. 


Kirschner won continuance of 


his arraignment until Wednesday 
and the others were released on 
their own recognizance to enter 
pleas July 21 after Judge H. War- 
ren Knight ordered them booked at 
Orange County Jail. 


THE 
INDICTMENTS 
were 


handed down by the grand jury as 
its last official act before it was 
discharged. It had served the 1976- 
77 fiscal year, and was succeeded 
Friday by a new grand jury for this 
fiscal year. 


The charges laid out by the 


grand jurors range from 
felony 


perjury and conspiracy counts to a 
series of misdemeanor violations of 
the state's fair political practices 
act calling for full disclosure of 
campaign financing. 


The indictments followed eight 


months of investigation by the 
grand jury. 


Anthony, former mayor of 


Westminster who was 
elected 


supervisor last November, was ac- 


cused on 17 counts', including two 
charges of conspiracy to falsify 
campaign statements, two of per- 
jury and 13 of falsely reporting his 
campaign financing statements. 


Diedrich. a two-term supervisor 


who was twice chairman of the 
county board, was named on 13 
charges, including two of conspir- 
acy and two of perjury in one in- 
dictment, and two counts of perjury 
in a separate indictment naming 
him alone. The other counts against 
him deal with falsifying campaign 
reporting statements and financial 
interest reports. 


KOTT FACES two conspiracy 


counts, one perjury charge and two 
misdemeanor campaign reporting 
falsification counts. 


Conrad, named in two indict- 


ments, is accused of six conspiracy 
acts, one count of perjury and four 
charges of falsifying campaign re- 
ports. 


Remington faces two conspir- 


acy charges, two perjury counts 
and seven other charges dealing 
with falsely reporting campaign fi- 
nancing. 


Kirschner is charged on two 


conspiracy, one perjury and four, 
misdemeanor counts of falsifica- 
tions on his financial donations. 


The indictments spell out a tan- 


gled thread of campaign financing, 
tracing money from Diedrich and 
Conrad to both Anthony and Kotl. 
The indictments charge that the- 
sources of funds were hidden and 
the money laundered before the 
actual sources were discovered. 
Anthony and Kott then altered 
campaign statements to show the 
"true sources." 


The indictments set out 36 overt 


acts of conspiracy. 13 of perjury 
and 13 of falsification of campaign 
reporting. 


Carter eyes rationing 
in lieu of gas tax hike 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Carter's top energy adviser, 
James R. Schlesinger, said Friday 
the administration is considering 
gasoline rationing as one alterna- 
tive to its unpopular proposal to 
raise the tax on gasoline to discour- 
age consumption. 


Schlesinger told reporters at an 


energy policy briefing that another 
possible alternative 
is shutting 


down gasoline stations on weekends 
or restricting motorists to gasoline 
purchases on odd-or-even-num- 
bercd days. 


Schlesinger, who was accompa- 


nied by members of his 
staff, 


limited reporters throughout the 
rest of the briefing to attribute re- 
marks only to unidentified "White 
House energy officials." 


The officials said the Carter- 


administration was pleased with 
the progress of the President's pro- 
posed energy policies through Con- 
gress. They said most of Carter's 
proposals, 
although 
sometimes 


modified, were going forward with 
the major exception of the pro- 
posed standby gasoline tax. 


Carter had asked authorization 


to impose a gasoline tax increasing 
up to a maximum of 50 cents per 
gallon unless the nation reduced its 
gasoline consumption.

was being held. Police monitoring 
the call advised her to "leave the 
residence any way she could — out 
a window," authorities said. 


She did, and moments later the 


man charged with her abduction 
wus arrested as he tried to drive 
away in an expensive, late-model 
sports car. 


Wilfred Arthur Bannister, 33. of 


Siesta Key. a six-footer with brown, 
straggly hair, was arrested without 
resistance. He was expressionless 
as he was hustled into jail and 
charged with state counts of kid- 
naping and involuntary sexual bat- 
tery. 


He was described as a sales-

1 would like to know why my daughter was accused 


of stealing a plum at Vans Market, 1033 Long Beach 
Blvd., in front of everyone. I think it was because she is 
black. She is 18 and was shopping with her 30-year-old 
sister. They had a cart full of groceries, including a 
large bag of plums. My daughter took one of the plums 
from their grocery cart and started eating it. 


A store employe came up to her and told her she 


was stealing the plum, and that she would have to pay 
25 cents for it. He even followed them to the checkout 
stand to be sure she paid. Why was she treated that 
way? W.R.N., Long Beach. 


There is a serious shoplifting problem at that Vons 


store, said Grocery Manager Larry Miller, and all 
employes have been told to Took out for it. He said it is 
store policy to speak to anyone seen taking merchan- 
dise—especially produce—and ask them to pay for it. 


"Everyone thinks the little plum or grape he eats in 


(he store won't make any difference." Miller said. "But 
we get 25,000 customers in here each week. If every one 
of them took just one plum, it would add up to a lot of 
money. A piece of fruit costs between 15 and 25 cents. 
Many people wouldn't dare take an 18-cent candy bar. 
but think nothing of eating a piece of fruit, and it adds 
up to the same thing. 


"We don't want to embarrass anyone, and the 


employe who spoke to your reader could have been a 
little out of line. But we do mention it to anyone we sec 
taking or eating things in the store." 


Refund request 


I was planning to get married July Iti. On April 2 I 


went to Love Thy Plant, 12741 Valley View Ave., La 
Mirada, to arrange for the wedding flowers. I ordered 
$204 worth of flowers. The owner said she didn't care 
about a deposit as long aswe paid two weeks before the 
wedding; but I paid a $50 deposit. Nothing was said at 
the time about the deposit not being refundable. 


Now my wedding has been canceled. When I called 


the florist I was told I could have credit at the shop, but 
they would not give me a cash refund. I can't afford to 
lose $50.

after Gov. Brown chopped $187 million 
from the state budget, he was being de- 
nounced as insensitive to the poor, the 
elderly, educators and state employes. 


The chief victims of Brown's budget 


ax were Medi-Cal doctors, nursing home 
employes, college teachers and state 
workers, and all reacted angrily Friday. 


Several complaints c i t e d the 


projected $2.67-billion surplus in the state 
general fund and federal revenue-sharing 
money Brown projected for the end of the 
1977-78 fiscal year despite a record $14.52- 
billion budget. 


"APPARENTLY the governor is not 


interested in what kind of care or treat- 
ment is given to California's elderly or 
chronically ill," said Jim Jones, spokes- 
man for 'the California Association of 
Health Facilities, representing nursing 
homes. 


Employes at those homes, a target of 


critical state investigations, were denied 
$15.9 million that would have brought 
their pay up to that of comparable work- 
ers at state hospitals. 


Jones said a nurse's assistant at a 


nursing home makes $2.69 an hour, com- 
pared to $4.36 for a comparable stale 
hospital employe. He said the disparity 
hurts employes' attitudes, causes high 
turnover and contributes to problems in 
patient care. 


Brown, who granted the homes a 6 


per cent increase in Medi-Cal fees, said 
in vetoing the larger raise that they have 
had a 50 per cent boost since mid-1975. 


Dr. Kash Rose of Napa. president of 


the California Medical Association. 
reacted similarly to Brown's veto of a 6 
per cent fee increase tor doctors treating 
Medi-Cal patient? Last year, most nf 
those doctors got their first major in- 
creases since 1967. 


"THIS WILL deny Medi-Cal patients 


further access to physicians' offices and 
could end up costing the state more 
money by forcing them into emergency 
rooms, which arc more expensive," Rose 
said.

Threat of a strike by county workers appeared lo 


dissipate Friday after union and management, spokes- 
rqen confirmed that tentative agreements had been 
reached with 33 employe bargaining units. 
' l Neither side would say how many employes were 
covered by the 33 units or which groups were involved in 
trie'tentative pacts. 


In a memo to the Board of Supervisors, however. 


Chief Administrative Officer Harry Hufford said discus- 
sions continued Friday with eight remaining units. 


' Nevertheless, he said, tentative agreement had 


l>een reached at the fringe benefit table, where a coali- 
tion of all county unions lias been represented. This 
appeared to be a key breakthrough, since it affects all 
bargaining units, and it was apparent the unresolved 
issues with the eight units related to working conditions 
rather than wages. 
! ! Although the agreements of most bargaining units 
ejcflired Thursday, Hufford stressed in his memo that all 
current pacts are being extended by mutual agreement 
ulhile bargaining continues. 
; ; At midafternoon Friday there were reports that 
members of some bargaining units were dissatisfied 
vlitii the progress of negotiations and planned to picket 
county buildings. Pickets failed to materialize, however.

CHARLOTTE. N.C. iAP> - A 25-year-old man 


• found unqualified for military service eight years ago 


was arrested as a deserter in March and held for 40 
days in a snafu which Army officials can't explain. 


Lester Adgers of Charlotte said he showed inves- 


tigators his 4F (physically unfit for service) draft 
card and insisted from the day he was picked up by 
the KHI that someone apparently used stolen identi- 
lication to enlist under his name. 


Alter his employer and his congressman got 


involved, he was released from Ft. Bragg, taken 
home and given a $2.000 cash settlement. Adgers snid 
he took the cash settlement rather than sue after 
talking with a base legal officer. 


After checking records and comparing Adgers' 


, fingerprints and medical examination results with 
' those of the man who enlisted, the Army concluded 


Adgers apparently was the victim of "forgery by 
some unknown person." 


Neither Adgers nor the Army could explain why 


anyone would forge an enlistment. 


A spokesman at the Army recruiting station in 


Charlotte said records show that someone identifying 
himself as Adgers signed up in January 1975 but 
failed to report for active duty two months later. 


Adgers said he believes the person used identi- 


fication from a wallet he lost two years ago. 


Two FBI agents showed up at Adgers' house last 


March IS and approached him in the yard as he was 
leaving for work. 


•'they asked if 1 was Lester Adgers. and 1 said 


yes." he said. "Then they asked if I'd ever been in 
the Army. I told them no. but they said: 'According 
to what we have here, you're a deserter. You'll have 
to conic with us.'" 


He spent a brief time in the city jail and then 


was put on a helicopter with military police and 
flown to Ft. Bragg. 


Adgers was issued a uniform, told to act like a 


soldier "and put to work at guard duty and mainte- 
nance chores. 


Army officials kept assuring him they were 


trying to verify his story and complimented him on 
his patience, he said. 


"All the records we had available at the time 


indicated this was the guy we were seeking," said an 
Army spokesman at Ft. Bragg. The Army has as- 
signed a special unit to find out what went wrong. 


Adgers and his parents said they did not know 


why he'was classified 4-F eight years ago.

Deficit eases up 
in Postal Service 
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WASHINGTON-lAPi - 


The Postal Service an- 
nounced Friday dial it is 
losing money at a slower 
pace" than at almost any 
lime since il was reorgan- 
ized in ID71. But il plans 
action soon lo increase 
postal rales again. 


The deficit for the year 


endin" June 30 was about 
$50 million. 
Postmaster 


General Benjamin F. Bai- 
la r announced. "Com- 
pared lo the -SI.2 billion 
deficit in fiscal 1976. this is 
real progress." he said. 


Bailar described the 


Postal Service's financial 
condition as better than at 
any t i m e since il was 
crealed in the 1971 postal 
reorganization. 


But he said that because 


••inflation c o n t i n u e s to 
plague I he Postal Serv- 
ice." the mail agency will 
need lo take steps soon lo 
increase rales next year. 


The Postal 
Service 


board of governors is ex- 
pected next week to pro- 
pose increasing the first- 
class Idler rate from the

cents. The increase could 
not take effect Lintil the 
Postal Hate Commission, 
an independent body, 
holds up to 10 months of 
hearings. 


Bailar. defending

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Nation losing 
ground in 
inflation fight 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The na- 


tion is continuing to lose ground in 
the battle against inflation, a new 
economic report from the adminis- 
tration showed Friday. 


The report predicted that con- 


sumer prices will increase 6.9 per 
cent this year and 6.1 per cent in 
1978, 
somewhat more than previ- 


ously forecast. Just three months 
ago the administration had pre- 
dicted an inflation rate of 6.7 per 
cent for 1977 and 5.6 per cent for 
1978. 


Looking toward 1982. the report 


projected only a moderate im- 
provement in the rale of inflation. 
It said prices .could still be increas- 
ing at more than a 4 per cent 
annual rate in 1982. 


Overall prices increased 4.8 per 


cent last year. 


WHILE THE inflation outlook 


was worse than forecast previ- 
ously, there was an improvement 
in the administration's projection 
for unemployment. 


It said the jobless rate, which 


was 6.9 per cent in May, should 
average 7 per cent this year and 6.3 
per cent in 1978. Us last previous 
projections in April had forecast an 
average jobless rate of 7.2 per cent 
this year and 6.4 per cent in 1978. 


By 1982. it said, unemployment 


could be as low as an average of 4.5 
per cent, which would be near the 4 
per cent level that is considered the 
measure of full employment in the 
economy. 


The changed economic fore- 


casts were contained in the midses- 
sion review of the 1978 budget that 
the administration sent to Con- 
gress. 


Because of rapid economic 


growth in the first six months of 
the year, the administration re- 
vised upward to 5.1 per cent its 
forecast for real growth of the 
economy this year, as reflected in 
the Gross National Product. That 
compares with 4.9 per cent forecast 
in April. 


BUT THE stronger 1977 growth 


will be reflected in slower growth 
next year, down to 5.3 per cent 
from 'the 5.6 per cent estimated 
previously, the administration said. 


The administration said that. 


hypothetically, the 
government 


could have budget surpluses of $3.9 
billion by 1980, $42.1 billion by 1981 
and $15.5 billion by 1982, if the 
economy grew at a steady 5 per 
cent rate during the period and if 
there were no major changes in tax 
or spending policy. 


But it indicated in the report it 


does not expect such surpluses be- 
cause of the prospect of legislative 
changes, including the major tax 
reform proposal that the adminis- 


. tration plans to send to Congress 


• later this year. It gave the same 


qualification for its outlook for 
unemployment and 
i n f l a t i o n in 


1982.

The CDC said an 89-year-old 


man from Dallas was stricken with 
encephalitis in June but has im- 
proved and been released from a 
hospital. The disease, caused by a 
virus and transmitted to humans 
by insects, causes inflammation of 
the brain. It is sometimes called 
sleeping sickness. 


Two cases of bubonic plague

Cruise missile

Gov. Brown said Friday he 


favors a pipeline route through 
Canada to deliver more than 26 
trillion feet of natural gas from 
North Alaska to California and the 
rest of the nation. 


In a recommendation to Presi- 


dent Carter. Brown said he would 
not endorse any of three competing 
transmission proposals in the ab- 
sence of a decision by Canada — 
expected Monday — on whether it 
would allow a pipeline. 


Meanwhile, federal agencies 


evaluating the competing proposals 
said a pipeline following the Alaska 
Highway would do the least dam- 
age to the environment. 


Brown's decision came as a top 


California energy o f f i c i a l an- 
nounced that final 
arrangements 


for financing a 758-mile pipeline to 
bring Mexican natural gas north 
will be completed this fall. 


That decision, according 
to 


Richard Maullin, chairman of the 
Slate Energy Commission, could 
affect plans by Standard Oil of Ohio 
to convert a natural gas pipeline to 
ship Alaskan oil from the Port of 
Long Beach to the Midwest. 


IN A LETTER to Carter, the 


governor declined to state a prefer- 
ence for either of two competing 
overland pipeline systems from 
Prudhoe Bay, Alaska, to Edmon- 
ton. Alia. 


However. Brown indicated he 


prefers an overland pipeline sys- 
tem to a seaborne system proposed 
by El Paso Natural Gas Co. which 
would deliver liquefied natural gas 
i LNG l from Point Gravina, Alaska, 
to a terminal on the California 
coast. 


The Brown decision contradicts 


a recommendation made Thursday 


matters and the nation's represen- 
tative on the International Atomic 
Energy Agency. Carter said the 
German decision was "a step in the 
right direction." 


Press Secretary 
Joriy Powell 


said at the daily White House news 
briefing that he could not detail any 
contacts with the Chinese or South 
Africans.

The Russians apparently have

. Well-placed sources say

Soviets now are willing to accept 
U.S. deployment of air-launched 
cruise missiles with a range of 
about 1,500 miles. 


Thus. Carter's announcement of 


plans to deploy the air-launched 
cruise missile does not raise any 
new problem in strategic arms 
talks. 


Now the major disagreements 


are over the future of sea-based 
and land-based cruise missiles. The 
Russians want the U.S. to limit the 
range of both these potential mem- 
bers of the cruise-missile family to 
less than 500 miles. That would 
mean they could not be used as 
strategic weapons to strike

Soviet Union. 


But the U.S. has asked a steep 


price of the Russians for that kind 
of limitation. It has demanded that 
the Russians cut their force of 
giant SS9 and SS18 missiles in half. 
It has also demanded that the Rus- 
sians cooperate with the U.S. in 
"major reductions" in the number 
of nuclear arms. 


The major reductions, however, 


would require the Russians to de- 


stroy more existing arms than the 
U.S. and the Russians claim this is 
unfair. 


In any event, experts wonder 


whether it is too late to control the 
cruise missile. 


Ballistic misslies are huge and 


are 
put in silos which can be 


counted by sophisticated photogra- 
phy from satellites. That has made 
it possible to monitor arms-control 
agreements covering ballistic mis- 
siles. 


But a cruise missile can be hid- 


den almost anywhere. 


"It is almost impossible to 


monitor the cruise missile," says 
Thomas Halsted, director of the 
privately-sponsored Arms Control 
Association here. 


A cruise missile flics low, over 


the treetops, at subsonic speeds — 
about 650 miles per hour. 


. Sensors study the gound below 


arid feed information into a com- 
puter to tell the missile exactly 
where it is. It flies so low — per- 
haps 50 or 60 feet — that it can 
come in under most radar. It is so 
small — 20-feet-long — that it is 
hard for radar to spot. 


Experts like Halsted say there 


is one way the cruise missile can 
still be restrained — if the U.S. 


would agree to stop testing sea- and 
land-based versions. Under those 
conditions, generals could never be 
sure if they would work. 


As matters now stand, how- 


ever, the U.S. and the Soviets have 
not been able to agree on a formula 
that would restrain the land- and 
sea-based cruise missile, and there 
is no sign that agreement might he 
close. 


The cruise missile era has ar- 


rived. What still is not clear is how 
fast it may develop. 


Meanwhile, Defense Secretary 


Harold Brown said Friday the Bl 
bomber would have been a good 
buy if it had been 30 per cent 
cheaper. Scrapping the plane and 
developing the cruise missile in- 
stead will save billions, he added. 


Brown also told reporters the 


U.S. does not intend to bargain 
away the cruise missile in upcom- 
ing arms talks with the Soviet 
Union, although he said some limi- 
tations on the weapon could be ac- 
ceptable. 


Asked if the U.S. would accept 


curbs on the cruise missile, Brown 
said, "I did not say that we would 
not accept any constraints, I said 
that the constraints we accept must 
not harm our strategic capability."

Frederick 
Franklin, the 


Swedish vice president of 
the YMCA world body, 
said. "We don't want to 
discriminate against any- 
body." 


After a two-hour debate, 


the delegates unanimously 
agreed to avoiti a vote on 
the proposal. Instead, they 
formally 
received 
the 


proposal for further dis- 


cussion at a future date. 


YMCA sources at the 


seventh 
World Council 


meeting, the first in Latin 
America, said the parlia- 
mentary move killed the 
proposal at least until the 
1981 meeting. 


Some YMCA officials in 


Asia and 
Africa, where 


Christians are often in the 
minority, are 
concerned 


that the lack of tight mem- 
bership regulations poses 
a threat to the Christian 
principles o( the associa- 
tion. 


"YMCA people in these 


nations are worried that 
other faiths may take over 
the YMCA for whatever 
purpose," said James Bel- 
latti, a spokesman for the 
U.S. delegation. 


"But, 
in the United 


States, where Christianity 
is a majority, we have 
membership open to any- 
body. We even have Jews 
on our boards," said Bel- 
latti, co-publisher and edi- 
tor of the Stillwater (Okla.) 
News-Press. 


Non-Christian members 


have to "generally sub- 
scribe to the principles of 
Jesus Christ" before being 
accepted, he said. 


A spokesman at the U.S. 


headquarters of the YMCA 
in New York City said 9 
million persons are regis- 
tered at YMCAs in the 
United States. He said 53 
per cent are Protestants, 
35 per cent Roman Cath- 
olic and 3 per cent Jewish. 
The rest claim other reli- 
gions or have no prefer- 
ence. 


He s a i d the 
World 


Council proposals were not 
necessarily 
binding on 


individual countries 
and 


that the membership of 
U.S. associations is "abso- 
lutely open." 


Membership in 
the 


YMCA, founded in London 
in 1844, was originally 
l i m i t e d to members of 
good standing in Evangeli- 


cal churches, but was ex- 
panded in 1939 to include 
a n y . man or boy. Four 
years ago in Uganda the 
world meeting pledged to 
open its doors to "people 
irrespective of f a i t h as 
well as age, sex, race and 
social condition." 


Friday's agenda focused 


on worldwide funding for 
the YMCA, which has 
movements in 87 countries 
and depends largely on 
membership dues. YMCA 
officials said it has be- 
come increasingly evident 
in recent years that the 
associations must look for 
new funding. 


The officials said the 


World Council will prob- 
ably seek to convince mul- 
tinational corporations to 
m a k e voluntary contribu- 
tions to 'the YMCA, as 
many firms now do in the 
United States.

BEIRUT — Members of 


rival right-wing Christian 
factions fought each other 
for several hours here 
Friday using machine 
guns and rifle-propelled 
grenades. 


A n u m b e r of people 


were wounded, rightist 
sources reported. Panic 
spread in the Christian 
s u b u r b of Ain Al Rum- 
maneh in East Beirut 
where the clash took 
place, and 
eyewitnesses 


said people ran for cover 
as riflemen fired at each 
other from several build- 
ings. 


Syrian troops of the 


Arab peace-keeping force 
cordoned off the area and 
blocked all access to it. 


The 
clash involved 


members of the Phalange 
Party, the largest Chris- 
tian political group, and 
the National Liberal Party 
of former President Ca- 
mille Chamoun. 


Th'e private radio sta- 


tion of the Phalange Party 
said the fighting began as 
a personal conflict "which 


soon spread." It said con- 
tacts were under way 
between the two factions 
to stop the clashes. 


Although they belong to 


the same coalition known 
as "the Lebanese Front," 
militiamen' of the

parties have been engaged 
in

struggle to control Ain Al 
Rummaneh.

DEATH OF 
A FRIEND 
My friend. Sherm Wil- 


liams, died last Tuesday. 
It is hard to say anything 
beyond the routine obitu- 
ary, but something should 
be said. 


Sherm was one of the 


best working newspaper- 
men I have ever known. 
He was an expert on the 
rewrite desk, but he could 
also go out and get the 
news in an imaginative, 
aggressive way. How he 
acquired this skill I will 
never know because most 
of his life had been out- 
doorsy and muscular. He 
was not one for sitting in 
libraries. 


T h e r e is always in 


Christianity this need to 
care for the poor. And thai 
includes most of us in one 
way or another. All of us 
may need the help of our 
brothers and sisters some 
time. 


That is why our cities 


are laden with hospitals 
and churches. That is why 
we have police and pa- 
ramedics. That is why we 
care for each other as best 
we can. 


Of course, it doesn't 


always work. We are all 
human beings, sinful and 
stupid. 


But the Poor Boy Reli- 


gion works better than 
most. I remember a grim 
story from Japan as the 
war was ending. A de-

starve. It was truly a 
hospital ship jammed with 
sick and dying men. As 
the ship approached the 
Japanese coast the Japa- 
nese officer volunteered lo 


Sherm was a mountain 


man, 
the son of a rather 


fine family in the Rockies. 
He grew up doing what his 
kind do — hunting, fishing, 
backpacking, 
mountain 


climbing, mining, etc. 


When the war came he 


naturally joined the ski 
troops. A bad spill broke 
both his knees. He prob- 
ably could have got a 
medical discharge but he 
insisted on being a soldier. 
With exercise and physical 
therapy he went to Europe 
in time tor the Battle of 
the Bulge. Like most old 
soldiers he had stories to 
tell — some tragic and 
some funny. 


A f t e r the unpleasant- 


ness he worked for awhile, 
as a merchant seaman. He 
then became a newspaper- 
man, 
working in Colorado, 


Honolulu, Los Angeles and 
Long Beach. He tried his 
hand at book publishing 
and freelancing. 


Was Sherm a Christian? 


I never heard him say. 
Perhaps Christ the King 
will not ask that question. 
He did receive a Catholic 
funeral. 


But Sherm cared in- 


tensely about people. 
Some of his good works 
seemed a bit quixotic. 1 
remember 
a K o r e a n 


woman who came to the 
United States with the 
idea of establishing an art- 
import business. She had 
(he art. bill she did not 
have either enough lan- 
guage or business knowl- 
edge to make a go of it. 


Sherm wrote a story 


about her as any reporter 
would. Most of us. having 
written about her, would 
have forgotten her. Not 
Sherm. He went to work 
helping her with her 
monumental troubles. It 
took weeks with many let- 
ters and phone calls to get 
heron a plane to Korea. 


She was a pretly Orien- 


tal doll and I half-way sug- 
gested that it must be a 
pleasnt love affair. Sherm 
was indignant."! wouldn't 
t a k e advantage 
of a 


w o m a n in trouble," he 
said. 


Sherm was always half- 


way at war with life. He 
was a man of unstable 
emotions, often overly 
ambitious, sometimes gun-

A Christian art treasury 


ANY LOVER of art should take time to 
visit St. John's Episcopal Church, 511 W. 
Adams, near downtown Los Angeles. St. 
John's, founded in 1830, built and conse- 
crated the present structure, a reproduction 
of llth century church in Toscanella, Italy, 
in 1925. It is a combination of many art 
forms. There are Greek, Roman, Byzan- 
tine, Renaissance, German, Scandinavian 


and Italian art influences as well as modern 
American. The parish was formerly upper- 
class. Communicants lavished art treasures 
on their church. (Now more than half of the 
communicants are dark-skinned 
people 


from various parts of the world. At left, 
Janice Young, director of St. John's Well 
Child Center, stands beside the Font where 


she was baptised. The Font is made of a 
huge block of Botticini marble based on a 
block of Verona red marble. At center is 
the High Altar, a masterpiece of art styles. 
The Altar and the Sanctuary are breath- 
taking in their rich beauty. The Altar is 
seldom used. In keeping with modern 
trends, Communion is celebrated at a huge 
common table in the Nave. At right is the 


Mother of God in the Lady Chapel, which 
was formerly the Liberty Chapel in honor of 
the 192 men of St. John's who died in World 
War I. The chapel is in Byzantine mosaic. A 
student of art history and religion could 
spend many days studying the symbols and 
workmanship of St. John's.

Mother of God in the Lady Chapel, which 
was formerly the Liberty Chapel in honor of 
the 192 men of St. John's who died in World 
War I. The chapel is in Byzantine mosaic. A 
student of art history and religion could 
spend many days studying the symbols and 
workmanship of St. John's.

Human 
beings ought to treat each

they believe about each 
other's religion. I am free 
to reject any religion as 
humbug if that is what 1 
think of it; but I am duty 
bound to respect the 
dignity of every human 
being no matter what I 
may think of his religion!

Some months ago, I fin- 


ished the manuscript of 
my 25th book and sent it 
off to my publisher to- 
gether with a list of sug- 
gested 
titles. Shortly 


thereafter, the publisher 
telephoned me to say they 
liked the book and wanted 
to rush it to press as soon 
as possible but they were 
not quite satisfied w i t h 
any of the titles I had sug- 
gested. And the title of a 
book is quite important to 
its success. 


Then I heard, over the 


telephone, a list of titles 
the publisher had com- 
piled, but none of them 
turned me on. So 1 sug- 
gested t h a t b o t h t h e 
publisher and t get to- 
gether and see if we could 
arrive at a title which 
would be mutually satis- 
factory. When we 
had 


compiled new lists of 
possible titles, we met and 
made a final choice. 


1 spent a great deal of 


time struggling with this 
title problem: I enlisted 
the help of my family and 
friends. Eventually, 1 had 
a long list of titles. The 
publisher also 
devoted 


considerable effort to find- 
ing 
a s o l u t i o n to our 


mutual problem: endless 
lists of titles were circu- 
lated among the staff of 
the publishing house for 
comment and suggestions. 
As a result, when the time 
for our meeting arrived, 
there were two sheets of 
possible titles to be consid- 
ered. 


I handed the publisher's 


people my list: they gave 
me theirs. 1 went over 
their list and my face 
grew longer with each 
suggestion. I could hear 
them discussing my titles 
with an evident lack of en- 
thusiasm. Obviously, we 
were making no progress. 


"Well, let's look at this 


thing positively," one of 
them said. "Dr. Peale, 
what is the thing you 
stress most in this book?" 


"Why, 
positive thinking, 


of course, and that is what 
is needed today." The 
words were hardly out of 
my mouth before we were 
all looking at each other 
and trying to be the first 
to speak. 


It took only a few mo- 


ments for us to decide 
upon the title. "The Posi- 
tive Principle Today", and 
it is under that title that 
my new bonk was pub- 
lished. And 
I am more 


convinced than ever, just 
as positive thinking solved 
the problem of a title for 
the book so it can solve 
most of the 
problems 


which we face each day. 


Too many people permit 


themselves to be defeated 
by the everyday problems 
of life. They struggle and 
p r o c e e d n e g a t i v e l y 
through their days with a 
continuing sense of resent- ' 
ment at the "bad breaks" 
l i f e gives them.

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Todd's future brighter with Navy frigate contracts

Todd Shipyards Corp. recorded a net income of 


$285.000 on sales of $213 mOlion ending March 31. 
1977, 
compared with sales of $245 million in the 


preceding year when the company suffered a loss of 
$1.4 million, J. T. Gilbride, chairman of the board,- 
said Friday. 


A number of problems caused by fixed price 


contracts dating back to 1970 continued to depress 
profits during fiscal year 1977, according to the 
company's chief executive. 


"We delivered the last of eight tankers con- 


structed under fixed-price contracts signed in 1972 
without cost escalation clauses," he reported to 
stockholders. 


He said that the company also had provided $3.9 


million to cover further losses resulting from the 
termination of contracts to construct 90,000-ton tank- 
ers and tug/supply vessels.

NEW YORK (AP) — Consideration of a separate 


consumer protection agency emanates from a mis- 
taken ideal that we can perfect our system with the 
help, perhaps contradictorily, of a larger bureauc- 
racy. 


You may not subscribe to that view, but Richard 


Lesher, president of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, does. This is one reason why the 
chamber is fighting a bill to establish such an institu- 
tion. 


"We Americans are trying to seek perfection. 


Lesher said. "But when you have 215 million human 
beings you are going to have imperfections in public 
and private sectors. 


Among Lesher's arguments is that "the con- 


sumer has more protection now than at any time in 
history, and more protection in this country than 
anywhere else in the world." A new agency therefore 
is unneeded, and potentially disruptive. 


AS PROPOSED, said Lesher, the 
consumer 


protection agency would have the power to interfere 
with administrative decisions anywhere in govern- 
ment. No agency now has such sweeping power. 


"It would be a license to disrupt," he said. 


•That's the obscenity of it." 


The chamber, and much of the business com- 


munity, are so opposed to the bill that they have 
engendered suspicion among some people that it is 
needed, the reasoning being that if it hurts that much 
it must be good. 


Lesher might view such an attitude as masochis- 


tic. Yes, he concedes, it might hurt business, but it 
would hurt everyone else too, he said. He does not 
subscribe to the view that the consumer's chair is 
empty in dealing with government. 


"We've dealt with this bill for seven years,' he 


said, "and in that time many more consumer agen- 
cies have come into action — the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, the Environmental Protection 
Agency and the Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration." 


Lesher was warming up. 
"Tell me one aspect of consumer life that is not 


now protected," he challenged. "You can't answer 
that " he said quickly."In many cases consumers are 
protected three or four times. We've tracked down 
305 public offices of consumer protection - federal, 
state and local." 


While neither he nor the chamber says so flatly, 


there exists the feeling that the demands for a 
consumer agency are not so much in response to 
consumer demands as to the demands of consumer 
activists.

Many Americans have questioned the authority 


by which certain activists claim to speak in their 
name, and Lesher is among them.

Neither, it feels, did the American 


people. 


Because of the action, it believes the 


United States and the world have been 
denied vital weather information that 
the computer would have provided. 
Jobs may have teen lost. Technology 
exchange may have been diminished. 


Executives of the Minneapolis-based 


company, which has had a long and 
smooth "relationship with the Soviets, 
feel a bit better today, after having had 
their say before a House subcommittee, 
but it came a few days too late. 


Had they been granted an oppor- 


tunity by the administration to correct 
misunderstandings, they said, the deci- 
sion might have been different. But, 
they told the subcommittee, the admin- 
i s t r a t i q n e v a d e d i t s statutory 
responsibility. 


FOLLOWING the formal testimony, 


Hugh Donaghue, a company executive, 
reiterated his position: a few irresponsi- 
ble news stories generated concern 
among elected officials, detracted from 
the merits, and created a political foot- 
ball. 


Faced with that situation, he said, 


the Carter administration punted. The 
Commerce Department barred sale of 
the computer, which it said might be 
diverted to military uses. 


"We weren't granted the hearing we 


felt we should have got," said Dona- 
ghue, vice president and assistant to 
William Morris, the chairman. Because 
of safeguards, he said, the computer 


couldn't have been diverted to military 
purposes. 


The many safeguards, he said, in-

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Supreme Court ruling bad news to inventors

A flushing system for dairy barns was the un- 


likely topic of an important Supreme Court decision 
that inventors and manufacturers consider bad news. 


A patent is an important legal right. The govern- 


ment makes it hard to get one by checking carefully 
lo see that the invention meets legal requirements. 


There are two main legal grounds for rejecting a 


patent. First, it isn't really new. Second, it isn t 
rcallv an invention because it is too obvious. 


the dairy barn flush system passed these tests 


in the Patent and Trademark office, but failed both of 
them in court. The Supreme Court went back to the 
legend about Hercules cleaning the Augean stables to 
show the idea was old. More recently, somewhat 


similar systems had been patented by other inven- 
tors. 


The Supreme Court also ruled the invention was 


obvious, saying a combination of old elements is not 
patentable unless the result is "synorgistic." That

means, according to the court's opinion, "resulting in 
an effect greater than the sum of the several effects 
taken separately." 


Inventors and patent owners are unhappy with 


this decision. "Synergism" is a hard concept to apply 
in chemistry and biology, the fields where scientists 
use it; and almost impossible to apply in others, such 
as mechanics and electricity 


Also, the federal patent law doesn't seem to 


justify a more difficult standard for combination 
patents than for other kinds. Further, practically all 
inventions nowadays are combinations, so the tough 
"synergistic" requirement will have to be met in 
almost every future patent case. 


Courts have been invalidating a discouragingly 


high percentage of the patents that come before them 
for enforcement against infringers. The result of this 
Supreme Court decision may he to raise that percent- 
age even higher.

Wimbledon tournament and an unexpected extra item in the queen's' 
silver jubilee celebrations. They waved union jacks, cheered the 


queen and Virginia, and sang "For She's a Jolly Good Fellow" as 
the champion held the silver winner's plate aloft. 


Miss Wade finally triumphed after 15 years of frustration and 


failure at Wimbledon. 


"It was like a fairy tale," she said. "There was the queen 


handing me the trophy, and the people were all cheering and 
singing. I couldn't believe what was happening." 


Plenty of British women won Wimbledon during its lirst 50 


years, when there were few overseas entries, but Virginia was only 
the fourth British woman champion of the second 50 years. The 
others were Dorothy Round, 1934 and 1937; Angela Mortimer. 19G1, 
and Ann Jones, 1969.

Sweden defending his crown against top-seeded Jimmy Connors. 


Miss Wade did not approach her level of play in defeating Chris

Miss Wade clearly did not know what to make of 


this strange opponent at first. Miss Stove sometimes 
double-faulted — her match total was nine — and 
sometimes slapped down unplayable services. 


She moved slowly, lumbered to the net but seldom 


missed her volleys when she got there. 


In the first set, the crowd groaned as she hoisted a 


perfect lob to Virginia's baseline in the fifth game and 
achieved her first service break. 


Miss Wade broke back immediately for 3-3, but her 


game was not together, yet. In the ninth game, Miss 
Stove whacked a mighty forehand past her and then 
stretched her tall frame for a backhand smash and 
another break. That won her the first set. 


Miss Wade improved her service, gratefully ac- 


cepted two double faults by the Dutch woman in one 
game and led 3-0 in the second set. Back came Miss 
Stove, with little elegance but a lot of sound tennis, to 
level at 3-3. 


That was really the end of Miss Stove's challenge. 


Miss Wade began to get her forehand working. She won 
three games in a row to level at one set all, and raced 
away with the third. 


Miss Stove not only faced Miss Wade as an oppo- 


nent, but also the 14,000 wildly cheering Britons who 
packed center court. The Dutch woman's luck turned 
sour. She got a couple of doubtful line calls and once 
was passed by a shot that flew off the wood of Miss 
Wade's racket. 


But through it all, she carried on serenely, with 


never a murmur of protest, as defeat stared her in the 
face "She won the last point, and that's what matters," 
Miss Stove said with a grin. "She deserved it, and the 
glory of it in front of the queen and her home crowd. I 
just had to be the bridesmaid." 


Miss Wade's whole personality has changed in the 


last year—and she admitted it. 


"I have become a more mature person." she said. 


"So many people don't understand how one can change.

Dash For Cash duels 9 in Vessels Maturity 


It's memory time at Los Alamitos Race Course 


tonight as the nation's finest quarter horse race track 
honors its founders with the $100,000 Vessels Ma- 
turitv, a 440-yard dash exclusively for four-year-olds. 


The late Frank Vessels Jr. fashioned this race to 


honor the memory of his parents, Frank and Grace 
Vessels. It was the elder Vessels who launched quar- 
ter horse racing in Southern California with Sunday 
afternoon, non-betting races on a skimpy track he 
created outside his back door. 
' 


The Sunday affairs were held in the late 1940 s. 


Then, in 1951, Los Alamitos was granted parimutuel 
racing dates and the very first meeting was held that 
December, an 11-day run. 


Vessels Sr. built Los Alamitos without the aid of 


outside financing and it wasn't until a new clubhouse 
was created that he allowed stock to be sold in his 
venture. 


Today Los Alamitos stands as the finest small 


track in 'the world and in total mutuel play and 
attendance it is No. 1 among all quarter horse tracks. 


Sure to go favored in the Vessels Maturity to- 


night is a four-year-old colt with blazing speed, Dash 
For Cash. Well named, this son of Rocket Wrangler 
has collected $243,347 so far this year while notching 
10 victories in 12 starts with seconds in the other two 
races. 


In the Maturity Trials (the 10 fastest qualified), 


Dash For Cash zipped 440 yards in 21:76 to win by 
more than a length. It was his first race since last 
December when he won the Champion of Champions 
Stakes and set a track record of 21: IB, shattering the 
old mark of 21:49 set 13 years ago by Jet Deck. 


Jerry Nicodemus was scheduled to ride Dash 


For Cash, but was injured in a spill at Ruidoso 
Downs. Jerry Burgess will fly in to replace Nicode- 
mus in the saddle. 


Regardless, Dash For Cash still is expected to be 


an overwhelming favorite. Twenty-two times this 
chestnut stallion has gone postward and 18 times he 


has come away a winner, earning more than $350,000 
along the way. 


Top challengers to Dash For Cash appear to be 


A Zure Request and Flashy Go Moore. The latter was 
supplemented to the Maturity at a cost of $6,500, 
which he can easily afford. Thus far this year he has 
banked more than $33,000. With Don Allison aboard, 
Flashy Go Moore got home first in the firt Maturity 
Trial by a length in 21:99. 


A Zure Request was second to Dash For Cash in 


the trial but two weeks earlier he scored impres- 
sively over Flashy Go Moore in the Chicado V 
Invitational Handicap, running 400 yards in 19:84. 
The meet's leading trainer Blane Sehvaneveldt condi- 
tions this son of Azure Te and Kenny Hart does the 
riding. 


Completing tonight's Maturity field are Native 


Creek, Charter Party, He Flys, Mystery Te, China 
Doll Su, Dickeys Shane and Southern Gentlemen, 
And, nobody goes away empty-handed. The prizes 


range from $45,000 to the winner down to $1,000 for 
10th and last. 


In order to net a profit on his $6,500 supplemen- 


tal payment, Flashy Go Moore will have to finish at 
least fourth. That spot pays $7,000. 


When Frank Vessels Jr. created this race, he 


readily admitted stealing the idea from Santa Anita's 
Stmb Stakes. That one is named for the founder of 
the Arcadia track, Dr. Charles H. Strub and is run at 
a mile and one-quarter for four-year-olds. The race 
was originally created by Webb Everett and named 
then the Maturity. 


"The only change we made," said Frank, "was 


to shorten the race by a mile. It's the last 440 yards 
that really matter in racing, you know. 


Frank Jr.'s widow, Millie, now president of Los 


Alamitos, and their son, Frank (Scoop) Vessels, will 
be in the winner's circle tonight to present the 
Vessels Maturity trophy to the victor.

Running back Chuck Foreman, frustrated by an 


18-month battle to renegotiate his contract with the 
Minnesota Vikings, may wind up in a television booth 
next season. 


"Television is a major option," attorney Tom 


Reich said Friday night about Foreman's willingness 
to give up football if necessary. 


"Without a question, Chuck is willing to sacrifice 


money for principle," continued Reich, who is Fore- 
man's legal liaison with the Vikings. 


Foreman, en route to Maryland for a holiday 


family reunion, could not be reached for comment on 
the latest developments in his contract impasse with 
Minnesota. 


"It's not a question of Chuck sitting out one 


year," said Minnesota general manager Mike Lynn. 
"It's a matter 9f three years." 


Foreman is contractually obligated through the 


next two seasons with an option year in 1979. 


"He's got more than one alternative," continued 


Lynn. "Chuck can play for the contract which he 
signed, or the contract which was offered to him 
which is a two-year extension of his present contract 
with an option year.

music. 


I think Jessi Coulter 


(Jennings' wife), who 
opens the Amphitheater 
gig, said it all when she 
talked about her soon-to- 
be-released album. She 
bills it as "a memorial to 
my mamma." 


The lyrics, like so many 


of the words in country 
songs, have a bittersweet 
flavor — and it's all natu- 
ral. No preservatives 
added.

He's one-man 
wrecking crew

In his first movie, "The Wrecking Crew" in 1968, 


Chuck Morris played Elke Sommer's bodyguard, and he 
hddone line: "May I, Mr. Helm?" 


"I practiced the line every way I could," he recalls. 


"Finally the day came when I had to say the line to 
Dean Martin in a nightclub scene. I was so scared that it 
came out like a squeak." 


It's hard to imagine Chuck Norris scared. Despite 


his centle manner, he is a six-time world karate cham- 
pion whose lightning blows coulrl fell a basketball team 
in seconds. Thirty-seven and retired from competition, 
he harbors another ambition: to star in a series of 
movies that will rival James Bond and Dirty Harry. 


Norris. a compact 5-feet-10 and 165 pounds with 


strong good looks and a full blond mustache, is starring 
in "Good Guys Wear Black." He plays a one-time 
commando in Vietnam and now a professor at a South- 
ern. California university. When he discovers that his 
former comrades are being systematically assassinated, 
he springs to action. 


If sheer determination can win film stardom. Norris 


will make it. A 146-pound semi-weakling at 19, he 
disciplined his mind and body until he was invincible in 
karate tournaments. 


"I have a very positive approach to everything I 


do." he says. "When I started karate. I was far from an 
athlete. But I applied myself, and I learned that karate 
is an individual thing; I could be as good as I wanted to 
be. And so by hard work and determination 1 pulled 
myself to a high level. 


'. "1 tell my students that first of all they must have a 


strong desire to achieve. Then, if they stick with it, they 
can't miss achieving success." 


Chuck's current fjonl: to become a superstar in the 


manner of Robert Redford, Steve McQueen, Clint East- 
wood. Sound ambitious? Of course. But Chuck Norris is 
not the kind of person you argue with. 


Ted Post, who directed Eastwood in "Hang hm 


High," is director on "Good Guys Wear Black," and he 
believes N'orris could make it. 


••I did 40 'Rawhides' with Clint, and I saw him 


develop," said Post. "Chuck has the same potential. 
He's beginning to listen, instead of just reading his 
lines; he realizes the thought processes that must go 
into acting. If it all comes together, he could have 
Clint's kind of success."

The movie is "Cousin, 


Cousinc," a 
delightful 


romantic comedy in which 
Pisier plays one of four 
adult 
"cousins-in-law" 


who switch partners with 
varied success. "Cousin, 
Cousine" has been a sur- 
prise hit in the United 
States (the biggest French 
hit since "A Man and A 
Woman" in 1966), particu- 
larly in Chicago. It had its 
longest American ran here 
— 26 weeks. 


"It has been a success 


in France, but it was not 
so big a hit as here," said 
Miss Pisier, who was in 
Chicago recently. 
"But 


what is very funny." she 
continued in slightly halt- 
ing English, "it is now 
released again in France, 
and people go to the movie 
because they are so curi- 
ous why American people 
like the film." 


IN THE FILM Miss 


Pisier plays a suicidal 
young woman dominated 
by her 
happy-go-lucky 


husband. When he leaves 
her for a more mature 
woman. Miss Pisier is hit 
on by the more mature 
-woman's husband, who 
fancies himself a lady- 
killer. They have quick 
sex and quickly retire to 
their respective modes of 
unhappiness. The other 
couple, however, 
take 


their time and have a 
sunny affair that shocks 
all concerned. 


Miss Pisier recently 


saw 
"Cousin, 
Cousine" 


with an American audi- 
ence and noticed much 
more laughter than in 


similar screenings with 
French audiences. 
She 


said: 


"In the film there are 


two levels — a level that is 
very funny and a level, 
well, a little sad. But here 
in America it seems to be 
very positive and funny 
for every body." 


Maybe some of the 


American laughter is 
nervous laughter from 
audiences made uncom- 
fortable by the f i l m ' s 
casual approach to ex- 
tramarital affairs? 


"I don't think so," she 


said. "Perhaps we are 
much more used to that 
hiimor in France, and it's 
newer for America. It's so 
typically French. The way 
they fall in love without 
feeling guilty. Here I've 
been told a lot of people 
were surprised and happy 
because, at the end, two 
married people go away. 
together not feeling guilty 
at all. But it's not new for 
France." 


What about the sad 


level of the film, the level 
that American audiences 
may be missing? 


"The characters don't 


know exactly what they 
want," she said. "They 
don't know who they are' 
or what they want, so they 
are slaloming between 
something happy and 
something sad. 


"For instance, the lead- 


ing woman's part (the 
blonde, played by Marie- 
Christine Barrault)— she's 
not very happy to leave

Public parking lot 
lease OKd for HB

sion has approved a lease for a 
public parking lot on slightly more 
than a half-acre. 


Approval of Hie 49-year lease to 


the city represents the last phase of 
development at the water-oriented 
community, which occupies former 
marshlands. The parking lot. plus 
public beach and greenhell areas, 
arc expected to settle Ihe contro- 
versy. 


L'nder an arrangement worked 


mil by the city and the Huntington 
Harbour Corp. and approved last 
week, the city will take over a 
lUifiS-acre parcel on the west side of 
Ihe peninsula. The corporation will 
receive in exchange a similar par- 
cel on the east side. 


The question of how much 


acccs.-. the general public would 
have to beaches within the develop- 
ment has been a controversial issue 
lor almost all of Huntington Har- 
bour'^ 10-vear hislorv. 


Several parks and green-belt 


areas have been allocated for pub- 
lic use. including a large park on 
the main peninsula and a smaller 
one on Trinidad Island, which is 
now being developed with private 
homes and a commercial shopping 
center. 


The Trinidad Island project, the 


lasl phase of Huntington Harbour 
development, includes a green-belt 
area along the beach, a fishing pier 
and a public walkway around half 
of the island. 


The new city parking lot will be 


built at the end of Edinger Avenue 
on property that was declared ex- 
cess because the Lands Commis- 
sion did not need it for Ihe harbor 
channel. 


Huntington Harbour, in the 


westernmost part of Huntington 
Beach, has approximately 3.400 
homes, most costing well over 
$100,000. a population of almost 
9.000 people and about 3.000 boat 
slips. 


It was built on 878 acres of once 


publicly owned marshlands, and 
public access to its waterfront has 
stirred almost continual contro- 
versy since its beginning.

Though the 
tentative budget 


calls for an estimated lax rate of

budget for the 1976-77 fiscal year 
called for a tax rate of $5.30 per 
$100 of assessed valuation!. 


Tucker added, however, that in- 


creased efforts to slash spending 
w i l l not completely solve the 
board's dilemma because the dis- 
trict faces a conflict caused by 
state-imposed deadlines.

QM drops $1 parking, 
reinstates boarding fee 


Visitors to the Queen Mary will 


no longer have to pay $1 for park- 
ing. The privilege will be free. 


Long Beach city officials dis- 


closed the new policy at the same 
lime they announced resumption of 
a 50-ccnt boarding fee. The changes 
became effective Friday. 


The boarding charge will be 


effective only during the daytime 
and will not'apply to hotel guests 
aboard the ship or persons attend- 
ing meetings and banquets. 


Randall Verrue, acting director 


of the city's new tidelands agency, 
said the city will no longer pay the 
harbor department 
approximately 


$250.000 a year to rent the 2,300-car 
parking lot. 


In effect, the city will be re- 


lieved of part of its overhead costs 
in operating the tourist attraction, 
which has been losing about $2 mil- 
lion a year. 


The boarding charge was 


dropped three or four years ago, 
but Verrue said officials believe its 
reinstatement will encourage more 
people to take the ship's paid tour. 
He denied that it would reduce 
overall patronage of the vessel. 


Without the boarding charge, 


he said, visitors who weren't taking 
the tour were, in effect, getting a 
"free look at parts of the ship. We 
presume people go lo see what's 
there. Now they have to pay for it."

Getaway-day traffic 'not bad'

Friday was not Ihe typical start of a three-day 


Fourth of July holiday on Southland freeways. 


Maybe people had their fill of Independence Day 


last year — Ihe Bicentennial. Maybe people are 
wailing until today to leave town.

home. 


One place crowds were not Friday evening was 


on the freeways. 


A 100-mile survey of the Long Beach. Riverside. 


San Diego. Santa Ana Newport and San Gabriel 
River freeways lound bumper-to-bumper traffic in 
only two spots: on the southbound San Diego Free- 
way between the Cherry Avenue offramp and the San 
Gabriel Freeway shortly after 5 p.m.. and on the 
Riverside Freeway in Fullerton at about 5:30 p.m. 


But holh looked no worse than typical rush-hour 


traffic. 


And on most stretches of road cars were travel- 


ing at or above the 55-mile-per-hour speed limit. In 
traveling 100 miles during more than two hours, only 


four Highway Patrol cars could be spotted. 


The CHP recently has been conducting a volun- 


tary campaign for motorists to comply wilh the 55- 
mph limit. 


According to CHP Commissioner Glen Craig, in 


May an analysis of statewide speeds showed motor- 
ists traveling" at an average of 54.9 miles per hour, a 
half-mile an hour lower than in April. That drop in 
speeds "saved an estimated 20 lives in CHP areas of 
responsibility." Craig said this week. 


On Friday evening, freeway speeds seemed to be 


exceeding that May average. 


Only a relatively few persons were driving large 


motorhomes or campers rigged for a holiday week- 
end. There were only a couple of cars hauling molor- 
cyles and trailers. 


Only one boat, about a 20-foot sailboat, was being 


towed northbound on Ihe San Diego Freeway in 
Orange County.

that traffic was heavy. No major accidents were 
reported.
